If planted early aud well cultivated they will grow 
to immense size, and in this way ripen early and bring better prices than in any other way. 

While the work of transplanting would seem to be quite a job, we are convinced that the 
trouble or expense is no greater than hand weeding and thinning those that are grown from seed 
in the open ground, as by the transplanting method very little hand weeding is necessary. A 
‘smart boy will transplant about 5000 plants a day, and it requires abont an ounce of seed for 
that many plants, or about a pound and a half for an acre.
